For example, the league of nations 
has opposition in many quarters of 
Evfrope on the ground that it might’ 
throw the nations into the control of: 
“inter-nation.”. Mr. Wilson made it 
plain he had no set program. He is 
champion of the idea of a conference 
to work it out. He is advocating gen- 
eral principles solely. The conference 
is to settle the modus operandi. 

The same with the freedom of the 
seas. There are several schools of 
interpretation of Mr. Wilson’s views 
on this, but the president himself has 
not expounded them in detail.

The dismemberment of Austria 
has revived the idea of a Danube 
federation along the lines urged by 
Kossuth in the middle of the nine- 
teenth century.

' ests economically and for the most 
part racially, and should federal- — 
ize. The present movement to- 
ward a union of the new states 
forming from the disrupted Haps- 
burg monarchy has hardly as- 
sumed any definite shape, but has 
been discussed at Paris among 
the various representatives as- 
sembling for the peace conferences 
from the Balkan region and to the 
north, 

Among the states grouping 
themselves racially as members of 
the Slavic group are Poland, 


Crecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, the 
latter including Serbia, Monte- 
negro, Herzegovina, Croatia, Boa 
nia and Slavonia. 

Roumania and Hungary, while 
not of the Slavic race, would be 
expected to join the proposed fed- 
eration for political reasons. Bul- 
garia also would be invited to join 
as soon as the Sofia government 
had met the conditions imposed by 
the peace canference. 

"Geographically such a union of 
states would form @ barrier be- 
tween Russia and Germany, 
through central Europe, from the 
Baltic to the waters of the Med- 
iterranean and Black seas.

In 1912 the Greek troops were ac- 
cepted with great enthusiasm on the 
part of the Epirotes, many of whom 
volunteered in the Greek army. 


Two-thirds Are Greek. 

Statistics of the Turkish government, 
whose object was the minimizing of the 
Greek population, show clearly that the 
Greek poplation forms the two-thirds 
of the whole native population. These 
statistics tell us that in the districts 
of Argyrocastron, Liascovikion, and 
Berait, alone, there are 299 Greek 
schools with 11,625 pupils, and only 
one Roumanian school with eighteen 
pupils, and two Italo-Albanian schools 
with forty pupils. 

Northern Epirus has contributed 
much to Hellenism; many of her bril- 
liant military leaders fought for the 
independence of Greece, Gen. Cnglis, 
the Greek minister of war, who formed 
the provisional government of Salonika 
with Venizelos, when King Constantine 
refused to enter the war, comes from 
northern Epirus. 

The Greek academy, the Polytechnic 
institute, orphan asylum, public hos- 
pital, the ‘theological seminary, the 
battleship Averoff are gifts of the sons 
or northern Epirus to their mother 
Greece. Union of northern Epirus with 
mother Greece is the only solution of 
the Epiriotic problem. There is no 
reason why the civilized Epirotes 


And now that the supreme moment 
is at hand, all they ask at the peace 
table is justice, and the return to 
them of the following unredeemed 
Greek regions: 

1—Northern Epirus, including Hi- 
mara, Korytza, and Kastoria. 

2—Macedonia, including that strip of 
land which connects Greek Macedonia 
with Thrace—that is, the purely Greek 
towns of Xanthi, Dedeagath, Porto- 
rep-| Lagos, and Enos. 

3—Eastern Rumelia, including the 
purely Greek city of Philippopolis. 

4—Thrace, including Constantinople 
and the country surrounding the Sea 
or Marmora. 

5—Asia Minor, Smyrna, and the con- 
tiguous territories inhabited by nearly 
2,300,000 Greeks. 

6—The islands of Dodecanese. 

7—The island of Cyprus. 


Basis of Grecian Claims. 


The rights of the unredeemed Greeks 
In the above mentioned districts are 
undeniable; have existed from time im- 
memorial, and are ethnological, social, 
racial, and political rights. 

The Greek rights to northern Epirus, 
which is located between the province 
of Albania and the northern boundaries 
of Greece, are historical and ethnolog- 
ical. For centuries the Epirotes have 
been Greeks; they fought under King 
Pyrrhus, under Kominos, and many 
other illustrious leaders for the rights 
of Hellenism; they gave thetr blood 


Albanians. 
Rights in Macedonia. 


Historically and ethnologically, Mace- 
donia is Greek. So is eastern Rumelia. 
Macedonia and Thrace is called Rume- 
ly by the Turks, which means “ Greek 
land.” Xanthi, Dedeagath, Porto- 
Lagos, and Enos are purely Greek 
cities; two-thirds of the population are 
Greeks, the rest are Turks, very few 
Bulgarians. There is no reason why 
more than half a million Greeks should 
suffer under the yoke of the Balkan 
Prussians of Bulgaria. Eastern Mace- 
donia elected eighteen Greek represent- 
atives to the Turkish parliament in con- 
trast to the Bulgarians, electing only 
two. That shows in' proportion what 
the population is in Macedonia. 

Roumelia Is Oppressed. 

Fastern Rumelia should be given to 
Greece. It was given to Bulgaria in 
1885 by Russia. being taken away from 
the Turks. Greece protested and her 
rights were recognized and Bulgaria 
promised to give equal rights to the 
whole population. But the promises 
of the Bulgarians, like the promises 
of the Turks, were not kept and about

Constantinople is a Greek city. It 
was built by Byzas, a Greek, about 
350 B. C., hence the ancient name 
Byzantium, It was the capital of the 
Greek empire for 1,200 years. Trade, 
commerce, import and export, finance, 
banking, shipping,. sciences, fine arts, 
mail, are in the hands of the Greeks. 
The Greek language is spoken by near- 
ly the whole population and even by 
the Turks, the Armenians, the Jews, 
and the European peoples residing 
there. 

In Constantinople before the world 
war, there were not less than 262 
Greek schools, 940 Greek teachers, 
$5,900 students, 198 Greek churches, 
and 310 priests. In Thrace, including 
Adrianople, and excluding Constanti- 
nople, there were 660 Greek schools, 
925 teachers, 48,000 students, 320 Greek 
churches, and 450 priests. 

Greek control of Constantinople 
would result in freedom of speech, 
freedom of religion, and guarantee of 
life, liberty, and property to all, irre 
spective of nationality or creed. Con- 
stantinople would be 4 free port and 
the Dardanelles would be a neutral 
zone. Greek control of Constantinople 
would guarantee peace in the Balkans 
and in the near east. 


Asia Minor with Smyrna, its prin- 
cipal Greek city, whose population is 
.90 per cent Greek, like the other en-/ 


ing for 400 years under the Turkish 
yoke. Homer, the greatest poet that 
has ever existed on this earth, was 
born in Smyrna, Asia Minor. Modern 
Smyrna is in all but governmem a 
Greek Christian town, hence the Turks 
know it as “Giaour Ismir.” The Greek 
city of Miletos, the home of Thales, the | 
great inventor and astronomer and one 
of the seven wise men of his time, is 
in Asia Minor. Miletos was also the 
home of Aneximander, the great as- 
tronomer, who was the first to map 
the universe. The father of history, 
Herodotus, was born in Asia Minor, 
and the great philosopher, Anaxagoras, 
lived and preached that the spirit is 
the beginning and the cause of unl- 
verse. 

In Asia Minor there were not less 
than 2,280 Greek schools, 6;143 teach- 
ers, 207,000 students, 2,090 Greek 
churches, and 2,780 priests. The Greeks 
claim the province of Brussa, in Asia 
Minor, inhabited by 400,000 Greeks; the 
province of Idirf, which is inhabited by 
700,000 Greeks; the district of Asia 
Minor in the Black sea, called Pontos, 
with about 600,000 Greeks, and the 
Greek city of Smyrna with about 325,- 
000 Greeks.

CHURCH UNITY 


WITH CHILDREN 


A novel plan for organic union of 
the evangeljcal churches was advocated 
yesterday by the Rev. Hugh Elmer 
Brown, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional] church, Evanston. 

The idea met with such a response 
by the audience that certain of the 


leaders were ready to pass resolutions 
so it might be launched at once. Mr. 
Brown said he would take the matter 
up with the other pastors concerned 
and report back to the church the re. 
sult. 

“I propose,” said Mr. Brown, “a 
union of the Sunday schools of the 
four churches in Evanston, the First 
Baptist, the First Congregational, the 
First Methodist Episcopal and the 
First Presbyterian. 

“Let a director of religious educa- 
tion be appointed who will be paid a 
liberal salary to devote all his time to 
the work, just as a superintendent of 
public schools would do. 

“Let the children then be divided 
by the same classification as the chil- 
dren in the public schools are, accord- 
ing to age and advancement. All of 
the young people of high school age 
could meet in one church, those of 
| first to fourth grade in another church, 
those of fifth to eighth grade in an- 
other and those of college and adults 
in another church. 

“Under this training the child would | 
be brought up free from the bias of 
denominational distinctions. The classi- 
fication into groups would, I believe, 
be an added attraction, for it would 
bring together those who are associat- 
ed in social and public schoo! life.”

FOSTER, 
NOTED 
DIES 


High Tributes Paid to| | 


Professor at the 
U. of C. 


|” Prog. George Burman Foster, since 


1906 professor of the Philosophy of 
Religion at the University of Chicago, 
died yesterday at St. Luke's hospital 
after an illness of several wekes. His 
home was at 6043 Kimball avenue. 

“Even his death,” said Prof. Shailer 
Mathews, “was marked by the sammie 
individuality which made his career a 
peculiar one. Death was caused by 
abscess of the spleen, a ve:y rare dis- 
ease.” He was in the hospital three 
weeks. 

Prof. Foster has been the subject of 
much controversy because of his lib- 
eral interpretations of the Bible, but 


the announcement of his death brought 


heartfelt tributes from those who dif. 
fered with him as well as from those 
who shared his views. 


Tribute from Opponent. 

The Rev. Johnston Myers, pastor of 
the Immanuel Baptist church, who led 
in an att'ck on Prof. Foster in 1909 
in the baptist Ministers’ union, charg- 
ing Prof. Foster with being a Unitar- 
ian, when he heard of Prof. Foster's 
death, said: 

“ Prof. Foster, I believe, was an hon- 
est man. I have known him for forty 
years. He was very gifted. He was a 
liberal in theology but honest in his 
convictions.” 


Darrow Gives Praise. 

Clarence Darrow, who has held three 
public debates with Prof. Foster, paid 
his opponent the following tribute: 

“Prof. Foster was the most intellec- 
tual man 1 ever knew and as fine a 
friend as there ever was. I never 
knew & man more beloved by his 
friends. He was humane and sympa- 
thetic to everybody.” 

“Prof. Foster was a man of pro 
found religious faith,” said Prof. 
Mathews. “ Instead of being a heretic, 
he was a man of deep religious convic- 


Prof. Foster was born in Alderson, 
W. Va., April 2, 1858. He was pastor of 
the First Baptist church, Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. and professor in Mc- 
Master’s university before coming to 
Chicago.

pank system. 

The monetary commission, headed by 
the late Sentor N. W. Aldrich, consid- 
ered all angles of the currency and 
banking problem, and the chairman pre- 
sented a simple report, out of which 
was developed in a few months the fed- 
eral reareve bank system 

The chairman of such railroad com- 
mission should have authority to ap- 

the different members, whose per- 
-sgnnel should represent railroad operat- 
ing interests, banking credit, shipping 
interests, Wage earners, and owners of 


railroad securities. 
Wide Powers Needed. 


Let this commission be empowered to 
give hearings, and if necessary go abroad 
and study the results of railroad con- 
trol and operation in Great Britain and 
France, and let its report be called for 
within the period of present govern- 
ment control. 

There has not appeared to date much 
unanimity of expression as to details, 
put railroad -and banking opinion has 
been to the effect that the properties 
should be privately operated, but under 
government control. 

It is regarded as primarily essentia 
that any proposed solution of the railroad 
question shall provide that the author- 
ity empowered to make rates shall also 
be empowered to regulate wages. No 
@ authority covering these two points can 
be so effective as the government. The 
shipper will complain less if the gov- 
ernment of which he is a part fixes the 
freight charges, and the wage earner 
will feel that the price fixed for his serv- 
ices by his own government will be a 
reasonable one. 

“Reward for Initiative. 


The owners of railroad mortgages and 
railroad stocks can "be guaranteed an 
adequate return on their investments 
te the date of government control, and 
if operation and extensions be left to’ 
private initiative there will be reward 
for constructive planning in increased 
income to shareholders over a guaran- 
teed minimum, and there should follow 
the -good results of individual initiative 
coupled with stability guaranteed by 
fevernment control.

From the viewpoint 
of some authorities a reversion to pri- 
vate ownership, under pre-war condi- 
tions, and with the interstate commerce 
commission functioning as before, would 
mean bankruptcy.. In December, 1917, 
the roads were headed In“that direction, 
due not to changes in policy by the oper- 
ators, but because wage costs and ma- 
terial costs had advanced beyond the 
income received and operating charges 
were exceeding revenues.

Increase of $1,777,799, 
000 Since August; One 
Failure in Year. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—Re. 
sources of the national banks of the 
country on Nov. 1, the date of the last 
call, aggregated $19,821,404,000, Con- 
troller of the Currency Williams an- 
nounced today. This not only was a 
new high record, but wasean increase 
}of $1,777,799,000 over the total shown 
by the call last Aug. 31. 

The resources of the national banks 


‘}of the United States, Mr. Williams’ 


said, exceed the combined aggregate 
resources of the national banks of 
issue of England, the Dominion of 

France, Italy, The Nether- 
lands, Norway, Sreden, Denmark, 
Japan, and Germany, as shown by 
their latest available reports. 

Mr. Williams also said that the na- 
tional banks’ resources were only 
$1,000,000,000 less than the combined 
resources of all state and other banks 
and trust companies in the country 
as shown by their reports of June, 
1917, and that in the last five years 
the growth of the resources of the 
national institutions had been: greater’ 
than the increase which took place in 
the preceding twenty-five years. 

During the present year, the con- 
troller’s report said, only one national 
bank in the entire country had failed, 
that being a small institution in Cali- 
fornia. This was declared to be the 
best record since 1870.

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The Orchestra from 
Paris Plays Twice: 


Saturday’s Operas| 


BY FREDERICK DONAGHEY. 


The orchestra which speaks for 
Paris and, so, for France, came to Chi- 
cago yesterday, when Chicago was n't 
there to meet it. So sparse was the 
fathering in front that André Mes- 
sager, still tall and straight and hand- 
gome with his sixty-fifth birthday a 
bare week off, inspected it, in the fre- 
quent intervals of warm and real ap- 
plause, with mild-eyed incredulity that 
eo few persons could make so much 
encouraging noise. Then he would 
turn back to his desk and go on with 
the music, as the Auditorium were 
jammed with music-lovers and afire 
with Franco-American jubilation. 

A great orchestra, .this from the 
Yaris Conservatory, with nearly a cen- 
tury of traditions acquired in its 
liaughty hall in the Rue du Faubourg- 
Poissoniére. Yesterday’s two programs 
and the orchestra’s way in them 
gerved, I thins, all the purposes of 
twenty-two or of two hundred in mak- 
ing clear that there is no ‘other 
organization like it; also, that the Chi- 
cago Symphony is, as intimated in ear- 
lier issues of THE TRIBUNE, the First 
Orchestra. 


Large, bright, pamaerer tone was 

the notable appeal of the visitors; and 
the opera-house, with its blessed acous- 
tics, gave to them the best of display- 
‘rooms for this asset. The principal 
conveyanaces in both afternoon and 
night bills were French, save for 
Beethoven's fifth symphony, which is 
in style and contents as antl- Prussian, 
anyway, as his third, the Eroica. The 
Parisiens’ attitude in the fifth, at 
night, differed not at all from their 
attitude in César Franck’s, in the 
afternoon: they were elegant in both; 
and they played both with an easy, 
engaging certitude which evoked like 
results. They were, in all they did, lit- 
erate; and they were literal, too. 

Their literacy was, of course, from 
their schooling in the Conservatory: 
their literalness might have been re- 
garded as reaction to Mr. Messager 
were it any less obvious that they 
‘seemed, often as not, to be conducting 
him... Of course, they were not; for he 
was, in his unsupple and tranquil way, 
in charge. I doubt if any conductor 
might shake these players from their 
orthodoxy: certainly not one who, 
reared in the Conservatory’s sacro- 
sanct notions, has been, like Messager, 
their batonist sooterd a mere Gecade. 


Where the weehaaten, if <a all in the 
two bills, displayed most character and 
special manner was in Bizet’s overture 
called “ Patrie!” As the visitors played 
it. Dukas’ tonal farce of “The Sor- 
eerer’s Apprentice” was less scenic 
’ and, I thought, not so comic as when 
the Chicago Symphony*frolics with it. 
Lovely, persuasive results were ob- 
tained in the first and second move- 
ments of Franck’s symphony. 

Evidences of distinguished special 
‘talent were numerous, although Alfred 
' Brun, the concert-master, was the only 
one to get a definite opportunity: this 
was in the obbligato of Saint-Saéns’ 
prelude to “ The Deluge”; and he was, 
to the extent of it, a better violinist 
than any of the several’ who have 
come to us from France in recent 
years. Of the choirs, the dotble- 
basses. seemed best. The disposition 
of the players was explained as Mr. 
Messager’s own, decided upon after a 
test of the acoustics. It was not 
pretty, perhaps; but he obtained what 
he desired in — 


Gabrielle Gills, nivertion® as soloist 
in both concerts, took part in the sec- 
ond only: the orchestra’s manager said 
that Miss Kinsolving, who has the 
singer for next week's Blackstone mu- 
sical, objected to her appearing at all 
with the orchestra in Chicago. Mlle. 
Gills’ contributions were “ Depuis le 
jour,” which she sang well in the pose 
of transfixed. rapture, and “Voi che 
sapete,” which was none of her busi- 
ness: Mozart and French singing are 
not kin. 

The comparison between “ Dinorah,” 
last season, and “ Linda,” this, carried 
well into Saturday’s matinée at the 
Opera: the third performance of the 
latter piece, although it. was the last 
statutory day for shopping . before 
Christmas, drew an immense house. 
Galli-Curet and the cast put together 
for the-revival gave a brilliant per- 
formance: she was top-hole as singer 
and as actress; and the others were on 
their toes from start to tag. Galli- 
Curel has certainly put this neglected 
atom of Donizetti back into the live 
list of the things she does better than 
anybody else.

O'Sullivan was Romeo in the night’s 
half-price; and, as in the three other 
operas in which he has been heard, he 
came to life after about two hours and 
sang brilliantly. Muratore never did 
better by the music in the stirring 
street scene. Miss Gall, explained as 
unwilling to risk her Manon tonight 
by singing in the testy circumstances 
of-Saturday’s weather, kept out of it, 
and made an opportunity for Miss 


Sharlow, who was explicably nervous |

The sprouts, if beautifully cooked, 
may form a part ‘of the garnish of the 
goose or other fowl! used, perhaps with 
tomatoes cut in half without remov- 
ing the skins and baked, or the sprouts 
may alternate with onions for this 
service. Onions are considered espe- 
‘elally suitable with goose, and sprouts 
highly favoréd in this combination 
by some people, 

To prepare Brussels sprouts remove 
the yellow and broken leaves, wash 
and parboil them five or ten minutes, 
according to freshness,.drain, and stew 
or gently simmer in“butter or, savory 
fat until tender. Allow two ounces of 
fat to a quart of the vegetables. 

It is desirable to keep them green. 
}It is either strong heat or too long 
| cookkiria that takes out the color. They 
may therefore best be stewed in a cov- 
ered aluminum kettle of small size— 
no waste space—over the tiniest fire 
once they are at boiling Heat. it 


try to set. the color by .using soda. 


It seems to me.a waste of two. good 
things to serve Brussels sprouts in a 
white sauce. Plain butter is much 
more suitable, if they have been cooked 
to perfection.. To cook these bits of 
the cabbage family in a great deal of 
water until they are tender is to waste 
the really precious elements in them. 

If green cabbages are procurable it 
is easy to make a fair imitation of 
Brussels sprouts, and these imitations 
should be prepared in much the same 
way as the real think. The leaves 
may be blanched before rolling them 
and need to be if we are to roll them 
into nice balls, because when fresh 
and stiff they are not easy to manipu- 
late. In stewing them, add a blanched 
onion and a carrot, both sliced thin. 
This preparation is called braised 
cabbage, but an expert can make it so 
much like Brussels sprouts that one 
eating with her eyes shut could not 
tell the difference. The little cabbage 
balls, however, can hardly be made 
as smali as nature can make up —" 
thing of the sort. And, by the way. 
she does make up the tiny things | 
sometimes for the end of the stalks 
which have yielded one big headed har- 
vest.

It was pointed out that while former 
inquiries of the alleged misdeeds of the 
big packers were limited to their activi- 
ties in the meat industries, in the last 
few years the packers have enlarged 
the scope of their business until it in- 
cludes virtually all foodstuffs. It is 
further stated that one of the chief 
objects of attack in the present inquiry 
—the distributing machinery—is the 
net that binds the meat and foodstuffs 
business of the packers into a single 
unified organization. | 

It was admitted in federal cireles 
that among the chief charges of the 
federal trade commission against the 
packers—and it is these charges that 
are the subject of investigation—are 
accusations that collusive action and 
“trust” methods have been extended 
to cover all sorts of food commodities. 


Produce Men Interested. 


Produce men, especially, it was said, 
will watch with interest the progress 
of the new inquiry. 

“The packers are producing every- 
thing from steaks to sandpaper,” a 
South Water street commission man 
said during the day. , 
“It is a fact that the ramifications 


— 


of the packing business have extended 
to the handling of almost every variety 
of food. The federal trade commission 
is on the right track when it points) 
out the fact that packers’ marketing 
and transportation facilities have ren- 
dered their competitors helpless. 
“The packers today have the great 
majority of the cold storage ware- 
houses; they have virtually all the 
stocks of storage butter and eggs; they 
control the salmon, the fish, and the 
canned fruit industries, all correlated 
and operated in one vast food enter- 
prise. Any inqufry into the beef busi- 
ness cannot fail to open up the whole 
question of food control by the ‘big 


five.’” 
See Aid in U. 8. Orders. 


The commission men say that the 
very war policy of the government re, 
garding food control has had a strong 
tendency toward handing the great 
volume of business in general food 


commodities to the big packers, be- 
cause they are able to handle the busi- 
ness on a small margin of profit. They 
describe the packers’ transportation 
advantages as knockout blows to the 
small commission men. 

The packers are able, through a 
mixed refrigerator cargo of meat, eggs, 


butter; and poultry, to get car lot 
railroad rates to small trade cen- 
ters. Because of the higher part car 
lot rates the small competiters may 
not ship commodities which the pack- 
ers handle to these points, they say. 
Further, in-many communities of this 
sort the packers have their own rail- 
road switch tracks, which they may 
utilize without cost, an advantage 
which small shippers are denied. 
Henry Veeder, attorney for the Swift 
company, said during the day that he 
was uninformed concerning the in- 


quiry other than as to facts he had 


seen in Tue Trieune of yesterday. 

“The whole thing, I take it, is the 
aftermath of the federal] trade commis- 
sion’s report. The packing companies 
have answered those criticisms in full. 
There is nothing further to say,” he 
said.

This edition awaits no man, so the 
flushed and fevered witness of the 
“ Follies” opening at the Colonial last 
night, glutted with a multitude of im- 
presions, must essay but a superficial 
catalogue of the show’s delights. First 
of all, let it be said that this is the best 
of the many “ Follies,” the most opu- 
lent in humor, melody, and flesh, the 
most pleasing in chromatic effects, the 
most unstinted in its outlay of fem- 
inine dress and drapes. ' 
_Mr. Ziegfeld’s eye has not lost its 
skill at critical appraisal of corpo 
values; from Miss Marilynn Miller to 
the most inconspicuous coryphee, the 
ocular nervés are assaulted by no un- 
sightly agglomerate of face, shoulders, 
arms, knees, and ankles. And there 
are all varieties: blondes, brunettes,

“THE FOLLIES” MASTER FORGER’ 


OF YEARS’ FAME

Michael Farrell’s Long 
Career Halted for 
the Present.

When baseball magnates of the two 
major leagues gather in joint session 
at New York Jan. 16 there will be so 
many matters of a reconstructive na- 
ture to be handled that it may not be 
possible to touch on the question of 
rules, but if there is an opening for 
such talk President and Manager 
Mitchell of the Cubs will have some- 
thing to suggest.

In all that time there have been 
dozens of suggestions, and none of 
them seemed practical and progressive 
until Fred Mitchell offered his about 
a@ year ago. 

“No Out on Foul Fly.”—Mitchell. 


Mitchell's change is simple and fair 
and undoubtedly would give the batter 
a bit more percentage in his favor. 
The suggestion is simply that a batter 
= be retired by means of a foul 

y. 

The only objection one can find is 
that it will rob the game of many a 
thrilling play, for the fans apparently 
do enjoy watching a catcher dash 
back to the stand, and, though in dan- 
ger of crashing into concrete or tumb- 
ling in a dugout, make a catch of a 
foul fly. There would be no chasing 
back if Mitchell’s suggestion is adopted. 
Then it might be possible to pull the 
home plate in closer to the grand stand, 
too, and give more outfield space, 
another thing that would effect batting, 
especially in parks with short fences.
